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A Green Christmas 
For Andover Teachers 


Tentative agreement on teacher 
contracts raised holiday spirits 
among the negotiators Thursday 
night and raised most teachers’ 
salaries by $500. 

Both the school committee and 
Andover Education negotiating 
teams must obtain ratification 
from the member bodies. Also, 
Administrative salaries and pay 
for extracurricular jobs are still 
pending, but both Mrs. Virginia 
Cole for the School Committee 
and AEA bargainer Ralph Duncan 
view their agreement as virtually 
complete. 

Mrs. Cole told the TOWNSMAN 
it was extremely important to have 
reached agreement this early, so 
as not to interfere with the re- 
cruitment of the excellent teacher 
candidates she felt the new salary 
scale would attract. Both ex- 
pressed their satisfaction with the 
amicable attitude that prevailed 
at the bargaining table, and both 
felt that in the newly worded work- 
ing conditions, real progress for 
the school system, had been ac- 
hieved in a short time. 

The new terms set starting 
salaries for inexperienced teach- 
ers with a bachelor of arts de- 
gree at $6,700, instead of the 
present $6,200. This $500 raise 
continues across the board, except 
for teachers at the last step and 
maximum pay of the bachelor’s 
pay scale, who will receive a $300 
raise to $9,700. The School Com- 
mittee insisted on this smaller 
hike for teachers who have not 
moved, through advanced study, 
from the bachelor’s to the master’s 
track after 12 years. This is in 
line with school committee policy 


About Today s 
Cover Page 


Twelve years ago this week, 
the TOWNSMAN devoted its 
cover page to reproduce a 
hand-lettered text of the 
Christmas Gospel according to 
St. Luke. The original art was 
prepared by the Eastern Cor- 
poration cf Bangor, Maine who 
granted us permission to use 
it as our cover. We use it 
again today to chronicle the 
greatest event in the history 
of mankind, 
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of attracting and encouraging 
master’s degrees and beyond on 
the school faculty. 

The master’s scale, starting 
at $7,400, rises to $12,000 at the 
end of 15 years, Step-by-step 
raises are dependent on the teach- 
er completing approved study in- 
crements at specified points onthe 
scale. 

Nurses and dental hygienists won 
$100 across the board raises, and 
will be covered by as many of the 
items of the’ contract’s working 
conditions as they can be legally 
associated with. 

The AEA had reopened the con- 
tract in November with demands 
for an $800 across the board raise 
for Unit A (teacher), $400 for Unit 
C (nurses and dental hygienists) 
plus numerous changes in working 
conditions. 

Progress was steady on in- 
corporating the old 1966 Salary 
Policy into the contract, so the 
new document would contain all 
policies for administering the 
school department, and so that 
personnel positions and school de- 
partment proceedings could be re- 
gularized. 

Salary proposals, however, and 
some working conditions seem 
politely stalemated until SC ne- 
gotiator Mrs. Cole submitted a 
package proposal on Dec. 16. 

The AEA rejected this, but sub- 
mitted its own package in a 
counterproposal which included 
most of the agreed-on working 
conditions, and droppedor lowered 
some AEA demands. 

Compromise came Thursday 
after rounds of dickering and cau- 
cussing on both sides. The union 
dropped its demand for depart- 
ment head raises, accepted a lower 
raise for the bachelor’s maximum, 
and won a compromise $100 Unit C 
raise from the committee team of 
Mrs. Cole and Dr. Richard A. 
Katz, school committee chairman. 

Salaries for administrators 
(Unit B) and pay for extra- 
curricular jobs will be settled 
when the negotiators meet again 
on Jan. 6. The first was delayed 
because the New England Devel- 
opment Council, retained to make 
a survey of Andover administra- 
tive salaries, turned in his re- 
commendations only Wednesday. 

AEA officials are working on 
applying to all extra-curricular 
jobs, including coaching, a new 
formula whose point system is 
based on hours required of the 
teacher, his experience and a 
responsibility index. Mrs. Cole 
said she was very pleased withthe 
formula and was looking forward 
to seeing how it will work out 
when applied to the positions. She 
praised the AEA team’s presen- 
tations and careful preparation,

Flu Hampers 
Postal 
Operations 


The Andover post office was do- 
ing its best to get the record hol- 
iday mail delivered by today, but 
were suffering from the handicap 
which has hit industry hard--the 
flu. 


Postmaster Frank J. Mooney 
said the local clerks and carriers 
had been handling the volume very 
well up until Monday, when the 
local facility was hit hard by the 
flu putting several men out sick. 


He said he felt that all pack- 
ages and greetings would be de- 
livered, but it was going to be 
difficult. 


The department picked up vol- 
ume during the past week, and 
surpassed last year’s record hol- 
iday total. Off about eight per 
cent a week ago, compared to the 
same time a year ago, by Sat- 
urday the figures showed the local 
office had processed 73,360 more 
pieces of mail than in 1967. 


As of Monday, there had been 
1,224,910 pieces of mail processed 
as compared to 1,151,547 last year. 


Weather problems did not ham- 
per deliveries although there was 
some snow and slushy going a 
couple of days. 


There were no Sunday deliveries 
in town, the postmaster reported, 
With proper manpower today,

Permit Granted 
To Company 


The Andover Electrical Con- 
tracting Co., located off Andover 
Street in Ballardvale, has been 
granted a variance to construct 
a building for consumer services 
be the zoning board of appeals, 
according to a decision, filed this 
week with the town clerk. 

William Maruzzi petitioned the 
board for the variance in order to 
allow construction of a steel pre- 
fabricated building, 30 by 60 feet, 
to allow for storage of trucks and 
equipment and also office space. 

At a hearing held in November 
before the board, Atty. Burton 
Shaker told the board of appeals 
that the trucks are limitedin num- 
ber and that the pattern of opera- 
tions is that the trucks leave the 
site in the morning for contract 
locations. Workmen generally re- 
portto the contract site, rather than 
the shop, he said. 

The petitioner requested the 
permission in order that custo- 
mers may do business there, al- 
though this is an infrequency of 
the operation, counsel told the 
board. 

The lot in question is narrow, 
the board found and also noted that 
traffic on Andover street is in- 
creasing. 

In the decision, the board found 
that relief could be granted with- 

out detriment to the public good, 
or derogation from the zoning by- 
law,

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In granting the variance and the 
special permit, the board placed 
special conditions.

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Bermuda 


Bermuda is a haven for lost 
birds, many of which strayed off 
course after leaving New England. 

On a recent visit which ran into 
early November, we were with a 
group of New England _ birders 
that saw 100 species on Bermuda. 
Since only 21 bird species breed 
on Bermuda and three species were 
not available for counting, the 
score meant that 82 species of 
birds had been lucky enough to 
find this pinpoint of land in a vast 
ocean. These birds were survivors 
from the perils that beset birds 
in fall migration. For each bird 
that had the good fortune to find 
Bermuda before running out of 
fuel, there must have been 
thousands that perished at sea. 


When on foreign soil, one often 
discovers that the common birds 
of home can become rare exotics. 


For instance, the song sparrow 


is present the year around in most 
of New England and in summer is 
one of our more abundant birds. 
The song sparrow we saw on 
Bermuda at Spittal Pond Sanc- 
tuary was a most remarkable bird 
to David Wingate, Bermuda con- 
servation officer. Wingate said 
it was the fourth bird of the spe- 
cies that had been recorded for 
Bermuda. 

There were dozens of. juncos 
on Bermuda, which surprises 
those who think of the junco purely 
as a northern winter bird, The 
wood warblers common to New 
England also were present ingreat 
numbers, particularly such birds 
as the redstart, palm warbler and 
blackpoll. There also were about 
a dozen snipe, 21 golden plovers 
and perhaps 50 black-breasted

plovers. Pectoral sandpipers were 
common at the few brackish ponds 
on the island. 

All of these birds are familiar 
to New England birders, Probably 
many .of them left the coast of 
Maine, Massachusetts, Rhode Is- 
land or Connecticut for an over- 
seas flight to the south. Sometimes 
strong winds blow them off course. 
Since many of the birds could be 
identified readily as immatures 
born last summer, they may have 
reached Bermuda through faulty 
navigation, 

Most of us think of Bermuda 
in terms of Bermuda shorts and 
a tropical climate without much 
thought of the island’s unique re- 


route. Only blackpolls that be- 
come distressed apparently land 
on the island. 

Most of the 21 bird species that 
breed in Bermuda came from North 
America. The native birds that 
are more typical of Bermuda than 
the mainland are the white-tailed 
tropic bird, the Bermuda cahow 
(which is among the world’s rarer 
birds), Audubon’s shearwater and 
the Bermuda race of whiteeyed 
vireo. The three species that we 
failed to see were the cahows, 
which are nocturnal birds that 
live on almost inaccessible is- 
lands; the Audubon’s shearwater, 
an oceanic bird that still was at 
sea and will not return until late 
November, and the wild canary, 
an import from the Azores that 
is extremely rare.

lationship to New England, The 
island is oceanic rather than tro- 
pical. Although it lies almost due 
east of Cape Hatteras, North 
Carolina, the island is nearer 
New England than most other 
coastal points. It is 776 miles south 
of Boston and 774 miles south- 
east of New York City. From 
Washington, D. C., Bermuda lies 
822 miles east southeast and from 
Miami the distance is 1029 miles. 
It is a fish-hook shaped island of 
24 square miles. It lies broad- 
side to New England, offering 
birds a target 15 miles wide. 

The birds most likely to arrive 
at Bermuda are the long-distance 
migrants that normally leave New 
England’s coast to fly nonstop 
over the ocean to northern South 
America or the Carribean. The 
blackpoll, for instance, is the 
commonest warbler on Bermuda 
in the fall and it flies the ocean

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Germany Now 
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A Check On America’s Image Among The Students 


(Tenth of a Series) 

One of the many things I wanted 
to learn about during my stay in 
Germany was how the German 
people feel about the United States. 
I was most interested to find out 
how Germans view the problems 
that we have in America today. 

Every German with whom I 
talked had knowledge of the major 
U. S. problems. Leading the listis 
the question of Vietnam. Also, 
of course, are the problems of 
racial unrest, recent assassina- 
tions, the upcoming Presidential 
elections, and the leadership posi- 
tion of America in the world. 

I discussed some of these pro- 
blems with students intheir homes 
and in Weinstubes (wine halls) 


‘ in Frankfurt until after 2:00 a.m. 


I did the same until 3:00 a.m. 
in the home of another student in 
Berlin, In both home visits a 
number of student friends were 
invited so we had groups of from 
eight to about 15. 

In addition I discussed the pro- 
blems with newspaper editors and 
publishers, local and Federal Re- 
public officials, taxi drivers, law- 
yers, and even a few housewives. 

The problems were discussed 
with businessmen and also with 
two very high officials from India 
who happened to be visiting Ger- 
many when I was there. One Ind- 
ian is a Minister (equivalent to 
our Cabinet officers) and another is 
comparable to Speaker John 
McCormick in the U. S. House 
of Representatives. 

No matter where or with whom 
the discussions took place, the 
first topic became Vietnam. 

The question that arose from just 
about every source was--from stu- 
dents to editors--‘‘How did you 
allow yourselves to get involved 
in Vietnam?’’ 

In most cases, America’s inten- 
tions of trying to help South Viet- 
nam to determine its own destiny 
without outside pressures, were 
quite understood. Some even said 
these intentions are noble. 

But the overwhelming majority 
of opinions added up to America’s 
being involved ina hopeless, inter- 


nal situation and this never should , 
America should 


have happened. 
get out of Vietnam, as soon as 
possible,was the strong consensus. 

When the question was asked 
‘‘How should this be done?’’, no 
real answers. were forthcoming. 

Many of the students and the 
Indian officials (at separate meet- 
ings and at different times) did 
have one opinion in common: ‘‘Get 
out now, period,’’ 

The editors, publishers, officials, 
and others were more searching 
and thoughtful in their answers, 
They felt that somehow the U.S. 
should find some way to leave, yet 
not in such a way as to abandonthe 
Asian nations such as the Philli- 
pians, Australia, Laos, Cambodia, 
etc. with whom the U.S. has made 
commitments. 

A number of Germans, students 
and non students alike, indicated 
that South Vietnam doesn’t under- 
stand democracy anyway and that 
when the U.S, eventually leaves 
that part of the world South Viet- 
nam will become Communist. The 
people themselves are only in- 
terested in peace and rice, andnot 
politics. 

Some students said it appears 
to them that the U.S. is attempting 


-to impose a U.S. ‘‘brand of de- 


mocracy”’ on South Vietnam, One 
said he sometimes thinks the U.S, 


has a kind of ‘‘hero complex’’ 
and the U.S. apparently thinks it 
can install American democracy 
everywhere. 

Although these may not be, as 
I suspect they are not, represen- 
tative opinions of the German 
people, they seem to be common 
student opinions and therefore per- 
haps of passing interest. 

One Indian official, with whom I

had dinner in Frankfurt, spent 
nearly the entire time criticizing 
America and its policies, especial- 
ly the U.S, foreign policy. He 
said a number of times in strong 
terms that the U.S. should get out 
of Vietnam immediately. The U.S, 
is meddling in ‘‘internal matters’’ 
he said. 

Near the end of the dinner I 
asked one question. 

**Do you think it would be in 
India’s best interests if the U.S, 
left Vietnam next week or next 
month or in the very near future?”’ 
I asked. 

‘‘No. It would not,’’ he said 
quite emphatically. 

I mention this little incident only 
to underscore the conflicting op- 
inions and what seems to be a 
considerable amount of confusion 
in thinking regarding America and 
its position in Vietnam. 

Underlying most of the discus- 
sions I had concerning the U.S, 
and its problems is the question 
of America’s leadership in the 
world. This is in the minds of 


most thinking Europeans, not only 
It came through to me 


Germans. 
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very strongly when! visited ‘‘Com- 
mon Market’? officials in Brus- 
sels, Belgium, Here I talked with 
Belgians, Italians, Frenchmen, and 
others. All are concerned about 
America’s leadership. It is com- 
monly accepted that America is 
the leader of the world although 
beset be many problems, Ifitisn’t 
the U.S, that is the leader, then the 
other alternative, like it or not, 
probably will be the U.S.S.R. And 
this thought makes nobody happy 
in Western Europe. Even the 
Indian officials recoil a little at 
this thought. 

Although America’s problems-- 
whether racial, Vietnam, or what- 
ever--preoccupy much sympath- 
etic European thinking, few an- 
swers seem to come out of this 
concern. I asked many times for 
suggestions. But it is far easier 
to ask than answer, as many Amer- 
icans know here in the U.S. 

One opinion that seems. to 
be widely held in Germany--andin 
much of Europe, I’m told--is that 
the recent tragic assassinations in 
America are all tied in to an 
‘‘organized plot’’ of some kind. 
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WORK IS A CHARACTERISTIC that stands out in Germany.

Human Environment

The Resolution on Human En- 
vironment adopted December 3 by 
the United Nations General As- 
sembly is expected to encourage 
international co-operation to de- 
fend mankind against its own pol- 
lution of oceans, air, and earth. 

The new resolution, presented 
to the Assembly by Sverker C. 
Astrom, the Swedish representa- 
tive, was sponsored by Sweden 
and about 50 other nations, in- 
cluding the United States. It calls

for an United Nations Conference 
on Human Environment, to be held 
in 1972. 

A primary purpose of the con- 
ference will be to search for ways 
the nations of the world can work 
together to ‘‘eliminate the im- 
pairment of human environment.’’ 
In addition, it is hoped that govern- 
ments which have given little con- 
sideration to long-term conserva- 
tion questions will be forced to 
think about these problems inpre- 
paration for the world-wide meet- 
ing. 

United Nations Secretary 
General Thant was asked in the 
resolution to prepare a report for 
next year’s General Assembly 
about the nature, scope, and pro- 
gress of research now under way 
in the field of human environ- 
ment. He will also report on pollu- 
tion problems facing various 
countries and potential areas for 
world-wide action. The report will 
be presented through the Economic 
and Social Council and prepared 
in consultation with the advisory 
committee on the application of 
science and technology to develop- 
ment. 

Speaking before the United States 
General Assembly, Swedish Am- 
bassador Astrom spoke of the 
necessity for all nations torealize 
the dangers of uncontrolled pollu- 
tion and plunder of water, air, and 
soil resources. He said, ‘‘Even 
if we avoid the risk of blowing 
up the planet, we may, by changing 
its face, unwittingly be parties to 
a process with the same fateful 
outcome.’’ 

Astrom said that pollution does 
not respect man-made frontiers 
and is therefore an international 
problem. ‘‘It is urgent to compel 
governments to take note of this 
problem and think seriously about 
aes 

The resolution emphasized the 
problems of increasing water and 
air pollution, soil erosion and 
deterioration through overuse, 
long-term effects .of pesticides 
and dangerous chemicals, and the 
emotional effects of noise and 
pressure of urbanization.
